Aid to Yugoslavia 
May Include Five 
Cargoes U.S. Corn 


WASHINGTON Assurances of 
U.S. aid to Yugoslavia in the form of 
grain, beans, lard and sugar were 
reported this week by Edward Kar- 
delj, Yugoslavian foreign minister, 
after a conference with Dean Ache- 
son, U.S. secretary of state 

The Yugoslav government will need 
aid to the extent of 100 million dol- 
lars, but the foreign minister did not 
state that our officials agreed to this 
commitment in full. 

The Yugoslav government has pend- 
ing a request for five cargoes of corn 
for animal feeding. Human food re- 
quirements would be met in the form 
of dry edible beans, lard and sugar 
and possibly some of the U.S. surplus 
butter stocks. 

The U.S. problem is to find funds 
to meet Yugoslav relief. It is not 
believed that Economic Cooperation 
Administration funds could be con- 
strued as available for this program, 
but U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture officials are hopeful that the 
president's special fund to fight Com- 
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munism would be in part available 
for this purpose. 

According to the Yugoslav foreign 
minister, detailed discussions will be 
held between Mr. Acheson and the 
Yugoslav ambassador here to ascer- 
tain the type and amount of relief 
which the U.S. can provide. 

It is said at USDA that most of 
U.S. food shipments to Yugoslavia 
will be in the form of dry beans and 
that other food grain requirements

Signs Point to Easing of Crisis 


in Distribution of 1951 Molasses 


WASHINGTON There are strong 
indications that the threatened crisis 
over distribution or disposition of the 
1951 molasses crop may be easing 

This information from sugar trade | 
sources discloses that a weakening | 
in the raw sugar market plus the pos- | 
sibility that substantia! alcohol sup- 
plies may be available from France 
has removed the pressure which had | 
been building up to force the U.S. gov- | 
ernment either to buy the 1951 black- 
strap crop in Cuba or to put it under 
allocation control in the domestic | 
market, or both 

At the same time it was learned | 
in trade circles that the feed indus- 
try is rapidly adjusting its estimate 
of molasses requirements for the | 
coming year as a result of the price 
outlook. Current quotations for mo- 
lasses reported here are 25¢ plus a 
gallon at eastern seaboard points and | 
the Gulf and are forecast for higher 
levels before the new crop is avail- 
able.

is the report that synthetic rubber

modity by spring. However, further 
expected restrictions on the use of

Alcohol-molasses trade sources here

Appointment of Former OPA Official as Price Czar Re- 
ported Likely—Present Plans for Price Agency Call 
for Preparation of Master Biueprint

| WASHINGTON — A consultation 
this week between Dr. Alan Valen- 
| tine, recently named economic sta- 

bilizer, and prominent former OPA 
officials is considered an indication 
that the appointment of a new price 
chief is imminent. Signs point to the 
selection of a highly placed former 
OPA official for the post. 

This official, while refusing to con- 
firm or deny that he had been asked 
to take the price control job, admit- 
ted that he had been asked to sub- 
mit names of former OPA officials 
| who he felt might be available to 

serve at least during a period of or- 
| ganization of a new price control 
agency 

No Need Now 

The imminence of an announcement 
of a price czar is no indication, how- 
ever, of a move to impose price con- 
trols at this time. The former OPA 
official, it was learned, does not be- 
lieve that price control is necessary 
at this time. 

This opinion coincides with opin- 
ions of officials close to the adminis- 
tration who say that an OPA tech- 
| nique will not work during this emer- 

gency and that stabilization must be 

accomplished through high taxation, 
drastic checks on the use of credit 
| and possibly some form of compul- 
sory saving. 

Political Pressure Possible 


However danger lies in political 
pressure to impose price ceilings in 
spite of the advice of economic advis- 
ors. Present credit controls and re- 
strictions on use of critical materials 
by nonessential civilian industry 
could have the effect of channeling 
disposable consumer income into food 
and nondurable consumer goods, giv- 
ing these lines substantial inflation- 
ary pressure. In that event, there 
might be a rising demand for price 
restraints, contrary to the prevailing 
judgment of the economic chiefs of 
staff 

Meanwhile, a price-wage control 
office is in the stage of being formed 
Dr. Valentine has taken men from 
various government agencies to serve 
temporarily during organization of an 
office.

Demand for formula feed remained 
the Northwest, with unsea

Turkey feed sales continue to 
dwindle for most manufacturers as 
birds go to market. However, there

High Temperatures 
Delay Formula

Pickup in Southwest 

Improvement in formula feed de- 
mand in the Southwest was fore- 
stalled again this week by unseason- 
ably warm weather. Temperatures 
which reached highs of 85 to 90 de- 
grees daily in the surrounding sales 
territories kept pastures in excellent 
condition, and in many spots it was 
the mildest Indian summer in his- 
tory 

Another major factor which tend- 
ed to account for disinterest In pur- 
chasing feed was the huge fall feed 
crops which were being har- 
vested. Easier tendencies in feed 
grain markets led dealers and other 
feed buyers to believe that lower 
prices are in prospect, and they were 
trying to keep formula feed inven- 
tories at a minimum level 

Most feed manufacturers in the 
urea were complaining of the unusu- 
ally slow sales. Even the larger plants 
were finding it difficult to sell feed 
and many were unable to fill a day's 
run until that day was actually upon 
them. At the same time there con- 
tinued to be exceptions to the rule 
these cases being mills which have 
heavy cattle feed orders on the books 
Shipment of this type of feed has 
increased steadily this month

Failing to keep up with this pace 
were hog and poultry feeds, and an 
expected decline in turkey feed sales 
also was noted. Dairy cattle feed 
sales were slow, for the trade was 
unable to buck the good pasture con- 
ditions 

Most formula feed prices were cut 
approximately $1 ton on the average 
this week. Primary reason for the 
decline was the lower cost of feed 
grains. Vegetable proteins showed a 
little display of strength during the 
week, but anima] proteins moved low- 
er again by $5 ton in some instances 
Alfalfa meal prices also were lower 
by $1@2 ton. Molasses continued on 
its advance and supplies were light.

Sales for Nearby 
Needs Improve 
in Northeast 


Production by formula feed mills 
in the Northeast for the past week 
has been at a steady pace, which op- 
erators term quite satisfactory. No 
overtime running by any of the mills 
was reported. Lack of boxcars is still 
a factor in making shipments, but a 
slight improvement over the previous 
week's allotment of cars to this in- 
dustry was noted. Use of trucks con- 
tinues heavy for nearby point ship- 
ments. 

Weather conditions were very fa- 
vorable the past few days, when some 
nice Indian summer weather devel- 
oped, and cattle were kept out on 
grass during the daylight hours. 

Reports of sales by the producing 
mills are running much better than 
they anticipated after the slower pre- 
vious week. Buyers are not making 
any extended commitments on their 
purchases but only taking quantities 
sufficient for their immediate needs 

Egg producers continue good buy- 
ers of chicken feed, and turkey rais- 
tapering off their purchases 
flocks are cut down and 
readied for the approaching holiday 
season. With the high rate of indus- 
trial activity in this area milk sales 
continue good 

Milifeeds struck an easier tone dur- 
ing the latter part of the past week, 
with considerable track supplies 
available in the west and overflow- 
ing into this territory, causing some 
shading of prices 

Soybean oil meal held fairly firm 
during the early part of the week but 
when the soybean futures started to 
advance the meal took on a slightly 
firmer tone, but resistance was noted 
from buyers. Other ingredients re-

ee Ww eather 
Slows Feed Demand 
in Ohio Valley 


Current demand in the Ohio Val- 
ley area for formula feeds continues 
poor because of the continuance of 
midsummer weather with tempera- 
tures in the 80's. What demand there 
for brooder and turkey feeds, 
with hog feeds also showing some 
movement. The open weather has vir- 

ally stymied dairy feed sales, while 
falling egg prices have tended to hurt 
egg mash sales 

The over-all picture is anything but 
bright for a pick-up in formula feed 
sales in this area, and in view of the 
plentiful supplies of grains now 
stored by practically all stock and 
poultry raisers, it will take another 
war scare or a decided change to 
colder temperatures to bring about a 
more favorable market situation, 
some observers believe.

The phosphorus shortage in the 
feed industry will soon be over, trade 
reports indicate. New production is 
being developed rapidly to fill the 
gap caused by termination of dical- 
cium phosphate production by the 
Tennessee Valley Authority four 
months ago 

Six new plants are operating or 
under construction and two others 
are in the planning stage. Imports 


have been stepped up also. When all | 





the new plants are in operation, ca- 
pacity for feed phosphorus produc- 
be substantially greater 
than before TVA quit. 
The following new production units 
are ready or planned 
International Minerals & Chemi- 
cal Corp--expanded capacity by 
about 12,000 tons annually by adding 
new kilns at present plants 
International Minerals & Chemica! 
Corp.—a new plant in Florida which 





will produce feed phosphorus in « 
quantity estirnated to be about 20,000 
tons annually. This plant is expected 
to be ready within a year to 18 
months. 

Feed Products & Service Co—a 
new plant in St. Louis under con- 
struction which is expected to have 
an initial capacity of about 20,000 
tons annually and which may subse- 
quently be enlarged. Production is 
scheduled to start in late December. 

Feed Products & Service Co.—new 
plant in Alabama for the production 
of a partially defluorinated phosphate 
began operation Oct. 15. Estimated 
production is about 2,000 tons

annual capacity of 20,000 to 25,000 
tons. 

Two other large firms in the chem- 
ical field are reported in the trade 
to be planning production of feed 
phosphorus as a by-product of pro- 
jected plants. 


The total of this additional output 
on a full year basis is well in excess 
of 100,000 tons. 


In addition, imports have been in- 
creased by an amount estimated to 
be about 1,000 tons monthly from Bel- 
gium. Newspaper reports also have 
told of midwestern interests planning 
to increase imports of Curacao rock 
phosphate, but these rumors have not 
been confirmed. 

The withdrawal of TVA from the 
phosphorus field in the feed industry 
eliminated about 50,000 tons of po- 
tential annual dicalcium phosphate 
production. In addition, some chemi- 
cal firms which had started dical- 
cium phosphate production for feeds 
on a fair scale just prior to the TVA 
closing turned to other more lucra- 
tive fields for phosphorus, such as de- 
tergents, food uses, etc. However, to- 
tal dicaicium phosphate production 
did not exceed 50,000 from TVA and 
other sources in any full year. 

While there are no official figures, 
estimates of government and trade 
sources put 1949 consumption of 
phosphorus in the feed industry about 
as follows: 


Curacao rock 

Dicalcium phosphate 

Defiuorinated phosphate. . 

Since there was no shortage in 
1949, this would appear to be about 
the current normal rate of feed in- 
dustry use, taking into account also 
additional undeterminable amounts 
of colloidal phosphates used in feeds. 
The 100,000-ton addition to produc- 
tion capacity, therefore, appears more 
than adequate to take care of the 
deficit of 50,000 tons caused by the 
TVA action.

| Nutrition, Feed Merchandising 
_ Discussed at Nebraska Meeting

LINCOLN, NEB Recognizing 
that knowledge of nutrition is noth- 
ing if it is not put to work on the 
farm, the Nebraska Formula Feed 
Conference program this year com- 
bined nutritional fact with discussion 
of the feed industry's merchandising 
problem. About 250 attended the 
conference at the Nebraska College 
of Agriculture here Oct. 12-13. The 
meeting was sponsored by the col- 
lege, the state department of agri- 
culture, and the Midwest Feed Manu- 
facturers Assn. assisted by the Ne- 
braska Grain & Feed Dealers Assn 

The feed industry is not sufficient- 
ly active in the non-feed portions of 
the animal production triangle of 
feeding - breeding - management, Dr 
Philip L. Kelly, of the department of 
animal husbandry, told the feed men 
The industry should develop these 
broader interests, he said. Good man- 
agement makes a good feed better 
and the better the results, the more 
formula feed will be sold, he pointed 
out 

To cite how important management 
can be, Dr. Kelly showed how a dairy 
man could make more money by 
ducing his grain acreage and increas 
ing his roughage acreage. It is bet- 
ter management to buy grain con 
centrate than hay. If acreages must 
he said, don’t cut on rough

Amino Acids for Swine 

Considerable progress has been 
made in putting the protein nutrition 
of swine on the basis of the amino acid 
composition of the proteins, Dr. Merle 
J. Brinegar of the animal husbandry 
department said. It has been shown 
that several proteins are low in the 
amino acids lysine, tryptophane, iso- 
leucine, histidine and methionine 

As an example, he cited the fact 
that most plant proteins with the ex- 
ception of soybean oj! meal are de 
ficient in lysine. The lysine require- 
ments of weanling pies is approxt- 
mately 5.5% to 6% of the protein 
in the ration. The lysine deficiency of 
certain plant proteins can be counter 
acted by supplementing the rations 
with proteins of animal origin which 
are generally hich in lysine. As an 
other example, if blood meal is sup 
plemented with isoleucine and methi 
onine, it is an excellent source of pro- 
tein for pies, the speaker added. Dr 
Brinegar also reviewed the position of 
B. and the animal protein factor 
supplements tn hoe feeding

This means 
rapid delivery but real assistance 
with feeding and management pro- 
grams. Such service minimizes price 
differences, advertising and other 
factors 

3. Know your products. This means 
technica] or semi-technical informa 
tion on nutrition as well as practical 
feed lot knowledge. Feeders today are 
confused by conflicting claims made in 
advertising and verbally 

4. Complete feed inventory. It is 
vitally important that the dealer 
have a complete stock of feeds at all 
times. If you send a customer to your 
competitor, there is a good possibility 
he will continue to do business there 

5. Sell specialty items. The aver 
age feed dealer handles several sta 
ple items that carry low margin 
Many successful dealers offset this 
by merchandising vitamin concen 
trates, mineral concentrates and oth 
er items which, properly used, pro- 
vide service to the customer as well 
as a larger margin 

6. Keep prices in line. In cases of 
a different

8. Keep store and equipment clean

Tie in with national 
advertising of branded feeds, but 
keep your own store identification 
Or if you produce your own feeds 
use direct mail and the local news- 
paper. An up-to-date mailing list is a 
valuable asset for a dealer, if he will 
use it properly

Four Helps 

Dean W. V. Lambert of the Col- 
lege of Agriculture, in opening the 
conference, said there are four ways 
in which the college serves dealers 
(a) with information, (b) with edu- 
cational programs to farmers, (c) 
in training young men in nutrition 
and husbandry, (d) in research work 
on fundamental and applied feeding

year. For most of the 
Corn Belt states, the bulk of the in- 
crease occurred in September as a 
result of the rather heavy eastward 
movement of lambs from several of 
the western range states. A high pro- 
portion of these early arrivals will 
be marketed by next Jan. 1, and with 
one or two exceptions, the Corn Belt 
states are expected to feed fewer 
lambs this year than last 

In the western states only Cali- 
fornia is expected to feed more lambs 
than last year. California lamb feed- 
ing last year was at a lower level 
than in several recent years. The feed 
supply in irrigated pastures, sugar 
beet and stubble fields is plentiful 
The Imperial Valley, the most im- 
portant California lamb feeding area 
is expected to feed somewhat more 
lambs this year than a year ago. How 
ever, lack of feeder lambs will limit 
feeding operations in the state 

Wyoming and New Mexico may 
feed as many lambs this as last 
but in Colorado and all other western 
states fewer lambs will be fed. Lamb 
shipments into Idaho are expected to 
be reduced chiefly because of the rela- 
movement of lambs to 
more eastern feeding areas. In the 
irrigated Scottsbluff Wyo- 
ming and Nebraska feed supplies are 
plentiful, but lamb feeding is not 
expected to be greatly different than 
the relatively small number fed a

“SO Years of Achievement,” and the 
industry's half-century of pregress 
was noted in addresses and exhibits 
presented. 

“Never before in history has the 
poultry industry been in as good po- 
sition to face the future than it is 
today,” John V. B. Rice, retiring pres- 
ident, stated im opening the three 
day session. “The poultry industry 
has really grown in the past 50 years 
and will continue to advance in the 
years ahead,” he declared. 

As a further indication of the 
bright outlook in the future, Dr. Rog- 
er B. Corbett, National Association 
of Food Chains, Washington, D.C., 
advised the poultrymen that 60 mil- 
lion more broilers and 15 million 
more turkeys will be needed in this 
country in 1955 as compared to 1949 
The prediction was based on sound 
assumptions considering egg produc- 
tion, rate of increase of broiler and 
turkey consumption and an indicated 
upward spiral of the population curve

supply picture in the year ahead,

Walter C. Berger, president of the 
American Feed Manufacturers Assn.

Analyzing the total feed supply 
situation, Mr. Berger indicated that 
only two products other than cotton- 
seed were in shorter supply than last 
year, with the cottonseed shortage 
more than offset by the abundance of 
soybeans.

In a discussion of feeding practices, 
Dr. E. L. Robertson, John W. Eshel- 
man & Sons, Lancaster, Pa., stated 
that turkey growers are anxiously 
watching tests in the use of a new 
drug, enheptin, which he said is the 
first drug with experimental proof 
that it could control blackhead in 
turkeys. 

The speaker declared that the ef- 
fects of antibiotics fed to chickens 


| have been demonstrated, with small 


amounts resulting in marked stimula- 
tion of growth. “Ample evidence ex- 
ists today to justify statements that 
aureomycin, streptomycin, penicillin, 
terramycin and other antibiotics 
cause an increase in the growth of 
chicks during the early weeks of 
life,” he said 

Dr. H. R. Bird of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry, U.S. Department of 


Agriculture, Beltsville, Md., speaker 


on the panel, said that “if the poul- 
try industry is to take advantage of 
the ever-increasing krowledge of 
poultry nutrition, feed manufactur- 
ers must formulate mashes for spe- 
cific purposes and give directions for 
their use, and poultrymen must use 
them for the purpose intended and 
according to directions.” 

He pointed out that analysis of 
feed tags in Maryland showed that 
market egg producers bought feed 
with ingredients of value in broiler 
and breeder mashes but not impor- 
tant in market egg mashes. Thus, 
producers of market eggs were being 
penalized in dollars and cents because 
some owners of breeding flocks insist 
on buying market egg mashes rather 
than breeder mashes, he stated 

Another panel speaker, Dr. E. P 
Singsen of the University of Con 
necticut, urged poultrymen “to keep 
abreast of new findings on feeding 
poultry, but do not forget the old 
ideas.” The new ingredients add to

An adequate supply of vitamin K, 
or one of its analogues exhibiting 
vitamin K activity, is essential for 
the formation of prothrombin, a proc- 
ess which occurs in the liver.

The first function as- 
sociated with this food factor was 
in connection with reproduction; it 
prevents resorption of fetuses in the 
fernale and testicular degeneration in 
the male laboratory rat maintained 
m a diet of purified food substances 
Somewhat later a disease called en- 
cephalomalacia was produced in 
chicks restricted to a diet deficient 
in vitamin E; still later vitamin F 
was isolated and synthesized, chemi- 
cally it was alpha tocopherol 

In line with old observations in 
rats, it was found that paralysis 
could be reproduced in rabbits and 
in several other laboratory animals, 
ind this experimental muscular dys- 
trophy is recognized as another se- 
yuel of a lack of vitamin E. Muscu- 
ur paralysis has been observed in 
guinea pigs, ducklings and hamsters

Need No Supplement 

Thomas and associates at Iowa

The problem of vitamin E for ade 
quate reproduction in cattle is a dif-

| to it We have come to realize within 


recent years that the quality of pro- 
tein in the ration of the ruminant 
is not nearly so important as the 
amount of the nitrogen constituents 
in the diet because we have learned 
that the microorganisms inthe 
paunch will reconstruct the nitrogen 
into the protein needed by the ani 
mal. As far as protein is coneerned, 
if we meet the nitrogen and protein 
requirements of the bacterial organ- 
iarns in the paunch, we will meet the 
requirements of protein for the bo- 
vine 

MINERALS—The functions of min 
erals fall into approximately four 
categories: first, those that are con- 
cerned with the formation of the 
skeleta) structures; second, those con- 
cerned with the formation of hemo- 
globin, the red pigment of blood 
whose function it is to carry oxygen 
from the lungs out to the tissues 
third, another group that is con 
cerned with catalyzing the enzymatk 


systems in the body, and a fourth cat- 
egory, @ miscellaneous group. 

There are some mineral nutrients 
that need not cause us much concern as 
far as supplementation is concerned 
in the feed industry. Magnesium for 
one is present in sufficient quantity 
in most farm feeds to meet the re- 
quirements of the different specics 
and for the various classes of live- 
stock. In this same category we can 
also place potassium. Plant materials 
are a rich source of potassium in 
most instances and therefore can be 
depended upon to carry sufficient 
amounts of this element into the ra- 
tion. The requirement is 0.1 to 0.2% 
of the ration 

There are others such as calcium, 
phosphorus, iodine, sodium and the 
trace minerals which are not present 
often times in sufficient quantities to 
meet the requirements of our live- 
stock. Under ordinary circumstances 
0.4 to 0.8% of the ration as calcium 
and 0.2 to 0.5% phosphorus wil! meet 
the requirements of our livestock 
The minimum sodium required is 


05%. This figure should be increased 
to about 0.1% to be on the safe side 

Manganese is needed in amounts 
varying from 3 to 30 p.p.m. for most 
Classes of livestock. Feeds that sup 
ply sufficient copper should contain 
about 10 ppm. of copper. At least 
50 to 100 ppm. of iron should be 
present in the ration if this element 
is to be properly supplied. Five hun- 
dredths (.05) part per million or more 
of cobalt and between 1.0 and 5.0 
p.p.m of iodine are essential to meet 
the requirements of rurninants 

Some mention should be made of 
sulfur. Sulfur in the inorganic forn 
is not utilized by the animals to any 
great extent. Hence mixtures 
that contain flowers of sulfur are of 
no immediate nutritional value. The 
principal method through which the 


feed 


animal body gets its sulfur is from 
the amino acids containing sulfur 
These are cystine, methionine and 
cysteine. The outer covering of the 
animal body requires large amounts 
of sulfur and this comes from the 
amino acids containing sulfur that 
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are ingested with the proteins. Wool, 
for example, contains 4% sulfur. This 
is accounted for by 13% cystine and 
5% methionine. Feathers contain 
3.2% sulfur 

Considering those elements con- 
cerned with the mineral] metabolism 
of the skeleton, it is plainly evident 
that the requirements of these ele- 
ments would be affected by the age 
and rate of growth. The younger the 
animal and the faster growing the 
species, the more calcium and phos- 
phorus would be required for skeletal 
development. Since these two ele- 
ments are the principal ele- 
ments involved in the growth and de- 
velopment of the skeleton their re- 
quirement is relatively high. It is in- 
teresting that the calcium and phos- 
phorus are present in the bone in the 
ratio of 3 to 2 and this ratio of cal- 
cium to phosphorus ts an important one 
biologically speaking. While a 3 to 2 
ratio is excellent for the growing 
animal, it is generally changed to 
a 1 to 1 ratio for the adult 

In the adult animal phosphorus is 


indicates that the ratio of cal- 
cium to phosphorus, even in the adult, 
should remain somewhere near a 3 to 
2 ratio although other authorities 
agree that a 1 to 1 ratio is permis- 
sible. The relationship of calcium to 
magnesium to phosphorus is an inter- 
esting one and may account for wide- 
spread calcification in animal tissues 
when these relationships are distort- 
ed. Magnesium, in addition to being 
utilized as a part of the bone salts 
may be used to catalyze certain en- 
zymatic reactions. It also is con- 
cerned with maintaining muscle tone 
and in this respect is like calcium, an 
element also needed for proper mus 
cle contraction. 
Copper and iron are the two ele- 
ments needed for the formation of 


hemoglobin and these two elements 


must be present in the proper 
amounts and in a comparatively fa- 
veorable ratio if hemoglobin forma- 
tien is to take place. One part of 
copper to 10 parts of iron seems to 
be a favorable ratio. The amount of 
feed ingested may affect the mineral 


metabolism of all of the minerals thus | 


far mentioned. Let us assume, for ex- 
ample, that the feed on which cattle 
are grazing contains 7 p.p.m. of cop 
per. This would be enough to furnish 
approximately 50 mg 
day—-the minimum 
1,000-Ib. animal. If the feed 
tiems were such that the feed was 
temporarily reduced to 4\ or % full 
feed, the copper intake would be re 
duced proportionately. This would 
throw the copper requirement far be- 
low the minimum, and a copper defi 
ciency would ensue 

Hence the total amount of copper 
ingested is just as important as the 
amount per unit of feed, and the 
requirement on the basis of parts per 
million would be influenced by the 
total amount of feed ingested by the

The age, too, would affect 
the copper-iron requirement. The ac 
tivity of the young of most species 
is much greater than that of the 
older adults, and insofar as activity 
depends upon hemoglobin-carrying ca-

Feed composition likewise influ- 
ences the copper requirement. Feeds 
high in molybdenurn increase the cop- 
per requirement. Increasing moly- 
4 or 6 parts per 
million in the ration will more than 
double the copper requirement. Zinc 
acts like molybdenum in this respect, 
and if high zinc plus high molybdenum 
ingestion takes place, a copper defi 
ciency may be precipitated in the ani 
mal fed an otherwise normal ration 


Cobalt

to cobalt. Cobalt is needed in 
traces in the rations of 
It is _ believed that cobalt 
entering the paunch or rumen pro- 
duces a stimulatory effect with the 
result that considerable amounts of 
vitamin By. are produced, hence in- 
directly affecting hemoglobin forma 
tion. The injection of cobalt into co 
balt-deficient ruminants does not 
bring about a hemoglobin response 
but it does indirectly when fed to 
ruminants 

Certain of the B vitamins have 
been associated with anemias. Chief 
among these are Bo, folic acid, panto 
thenic acid and vitamin B. By is the 
principal factor associated with the 
animal protein factor. It is by no 
means replacing all of the animal 
protein factor, but it is one of the 
most important ones involved. It con 
tains cobalt and is responsible for 
development of other B factors in 
the ruminant. Vitamin By is directly 
concerned with pernicious anemia 
It has been recently shown that B, 
conjugated with a protein fraction 
n the gastric digestion produces the 
factor specifically concerned with the 
control of pernicious anemia. Its prin 
cipal function in livestock feeding is 
that of a growth promoter, and when

Influence of Composition 

Composition of the ration influences 
the mineral requirements of animals 
Soybean oi] meal, for example, in 
creases the iodine requirement of ani 
mals since the former tends to pro 
duce a goiterogenic diet. The feeding 
of such materials as cabbage also ac 
centuates a low iodine diet or reduces 
the ysiological jodine 
that is the resulting 
development of goiter. Likewise high 
evels of calcium interfere with iodine

Cottonseed Oil Meal 
Found Satisfactory 
for Chick Rations 


SACRAMENTO A progress re 
port om a research project at the 
University of California College of 
Agriculture states that expeller-type 
cottonseed oi] meal can be used ex 
tensively for chick-starting, broiler 
fryer and growing rations for chicks 
to provide the principal source of 
protein 

The report, prepared by < 
assistant professor of poultry 
bandry, at the college of agriculture 
Berkeley, and based on research con 
ducted by J. G. Lent, graduate stu 
dent in the division of poultry hus 
bandry, states that such rations 
should not be fed to laying hens be 
cause of the adverse effect upon in 
terior egg quality, particularly after 
storage 

The report added that under pra 
tical conditions, diets containing cot 
tonseed oi] meal probably need no 
amino acid supplements 

Professor Grau asserted that when 
high levels of cottonseed oil 
were fed, more riboflavin was need 
ed in the diets than was 
based upon published

Feed Formulations for Swine 


Rie ‘are: proven in swine feed- | 


ing are probably as complex 

as are those in any other live- 
stock species. While certain princi- 
ples in nutrition may be established 
for all areas af hog producing states 
differing conditions in feeds grown, 
time of farrowing, pasture arrange- 
ments, weights at marketing and 
various other factors play a part in 
financial results secured. Since hogs 
are seldom the major enterprise on 
livestock farms in Wisconsin, there 
is good reason for flexibility in feeds 
used and in management practiced 
in order that hogs fit into the farm 
plan to best advantage 


Build on Home-Grown Feeds 

Use of home-grown grains to great 
est possible extent is basic in swine 
feeding. Corn, wheat, oats and rye 
when supplemented by adequate and 
proper proteins, and when fed in mix- 
tures and amounts for optimum re 
sults, are solid foundations for pro- 
duction and reproduction. Whik 
these grain feeds are often grouped 
without distinction, they are not equa! 
in feeding values and cannot often

Corn is low in fiber, low in protein 
and high im starch. Wheat, worth a 
trifie more in digestible nutrients, 
is likewise low in fiber, but is higher 
in protein content. Rye must be fed 
in restricted percentages, probably 
not more than 40% of total grain. 
Oats is high in Ober, fairly high in 
protein, low in starch. For certain 
stages of production, because of pres- 
ence of niacin and manganese, oats 
has especial feed worth. Barley has 
more protein and higher fiber than corn 
but is similar in chemical] composition 
otherwise. Unlike rye or oats, it may 
be fed as the only grain 

Grinding and fineness of grinding 
have some bearing upon digestibility 
of grains for swine feeding purposes 
For brood sows and hogs nearing 
market weight, a saving of 5 to 7% 
may be made on corn by medium fine 
grinding as compared with no grind- 
ing. Corn-and-cob mea! is not an eco- 
nomical hog feed. Fine or medium 
fine grinding of oats may increase

its value as much as 25% for market |

hogs. Hulled oats has increased pal- 
atability and-appears most valuable 
to replace about half the corn for 
pigs from weaning to 75 Ib. Medium 
fine grinding of bariey increases its 
value about 15%. Rolled barley is 
worth as much as the ground grain 
Barley produces pork and bacon of 
excellent quality 


Protein Levels Important 
Level of protein and variety in pro- 
tein supplements offered will deter- 
mine livability, rate of gain, and 
economy of feed use. Protein of good 
quality is as essential as a sufficient 
amount of this nutrient. Cereal grains 
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do not provide protein of good qual 
ity. Proteins of most legume seeds 
and oilseeds are excellent. Soybearg, 
cottonseed and flaxseed are plentiful 
sources of vegetable protein com- 
pounds. Soybean of] meal, with 41% 
to 46%. is very palatable to swine 
if it has been properly heated during 
the processing. On good legume pas- 
ture soybean oj! meal as the only 
protein supplement is generally sat- 
isfactory for pigs of all weights and 
ages. Because of high palatability 
some means of preventing overeating 
on soybean ofl meal may be needed 
for free choice self feeding 

Linseed oi] and cottonseed oil meals 
are generally unsatisfactory when 
used as restricted protein sources 
Cottonseed, used in 10% or leas of the 
protein mixture, is acceptable. Used 
in excess it may be disastrous. Fed 
with tankage or meat scraps, linseed

Animal Proteins Needed 

Proteins of anima) origin are prac- 
tical requirements of swine nutrition 
in dry lot. Home-produced skim milk, 
buttermilk and whey afford economi- 
cal sources of excellent protein qual- 
ity. When fed in conjunction with 
home-grown grains and plentiful pas- 
tures, dairy by-products furnish most 
essentials for good swine nutrition 
Used in dried form they are generally 
too expensive for economical gains 
except for use in early stages of pig 
growth. Semi-solid buttermilk is a 
palatable supplement for farm grains, 
and has highest value for younger 
animals in dry lot. Values of all dairy 
by-products are lower when fed to 
hogs on pasture

Self-fed, free choice tank-/j 
age and meat scraps may be used in- 
terchangeably. Fish meals may vary 
in composition, but in general for 
dry-lot feeding they are somewhat | 


| Superior to tankage in supplemental 


mixtures. On pasture, they are about 
10% more valuable than tankage per 
pound, when used as the sole sup- 
plement. Fish residue meal, salmon 
meal, and whitefish meal all approxi- 
mate 60% or more of protein, and all 
are more valuable when fed in dry lot 


Feeds for Bred Sows 


Protein demands are heaviest in 
periods of pregnancy and lactation 
Good feeding during gestation may 
have direct effect upon performance 
during lactation. Good pasture, for 
sows bred for fall farrow, will re- 
duce the crude protein requirements 
from a level of 14% to that of 11% 
for sows fed in dry lot. Quality of 
supplement must be high if perform- 
ance later is to be good. Dairy by- 
products, marine products, packing 
house output and soybean oil meal 
all constitute excellent protein bases 

With dairy supplements, 4 to 6 Ib 
skim milk daily per sow, plus legume 
hay, grain and mineral compounds 
build a satisfactory gestation mixture 
Whey may replace skim milk, if used 
in greater amounts. Whey protein is 
of good quality. In spite of protein 
demands during pregnancy, sows may 
be successfully fed free choice if a 
bulky feed is used to control protein 
and grain intake. Even on pasture 
sows may be self-fed by omitting the 
protein supplement from rations sug- 
gested for dry lot. Slop feeding of 
pregnant sows and gilts is by no 
means a necessity 

For post-farrowing days, less bulk 
in feeds used is imperative. Gains 
made by pigs depend upon milk-pro- 
ducing ability of the sow. Percentage 
of legume hay may be reduced from 
20% to as low as 5%. Tankage should 
be increased to 8% and linseed oil 
meal to 4%. Wheat bran, corn meal 
and ground oats may be fed in equal 
parts. Soybean oil meal and tankage 
are interchangeable. Full feeding is 
reached at 10 to 14 days. A 400-lb 
sow will require 12 to 15 Ib. of con- 
centrates per day to produce the 6 to 
8 Ib. of milk needed for a good litter 
For self-feeding, use of alfalfa meal

Rations for young pigs must be 
palatable. Shelled corn has been pre- 
ferred to ground corn. A creep ration 
of 73 Ib. ground or shelled corn and 
27 Ib. supplement, a 21% crude pro- 
tein mixture, has been satisfactory 
Sow's milk and pasture furnish other 
nutrients 

Early Gains Needed 

Feeding after weaning time may 
be “full” or “limited In full feed- 
ing, hand-fed or “free choice,” home- 
grown grains occupy an important 
place. Corn, wheat, barley, oats and 
protein supplements are needed feeds 
To supplement grains, a variety of 
proteins has some advantage over 
single protein source. Limited feeding 
to delay marketing for price purpose 
is generally not profitable below 90% 
of a “full” ration. It is not advanta 
geous with pigs of less than 60 Ib 
Gains should be not less than “% Ib 
per head per day 

For full feeding “free choice” there 
is need to have equal palatability 
in grains and supplements to pre 
vent overeating of more palatable 
portions. As example, wheat cracked 
or ground, or corn, have a decided 
palatability advantage over rye. Fed 
with similar protein supplements 
corn and wheat would be eaten in 
larger amounts because of greater 
palatability 

Mineral requirements in swine pro 
duction are fairly simple when rations 
used are balanced and adequate. Salt 
limestone and steamed bone meal or 
defluorinated phosphate appear to 
satisfy ordinary mineral needs. If 
iodized particularly dur- 
ing gestation, deficiencies are gen 
erally met in an adequate manner 
With 70% of mineral matter in the 
body consisting of calcium and phos- 
balanced

plements of animal origin, mineral 
supplements are needed. With alfalfa 
hay or legume pasture in abundance 
there is less need for extra calcium

HARRISBURG, PA.—The James E 
Rice Memoria! Library, to be housed 
at Cornell University, was dedicated 
in a special ceremony Oct. 4 during 
the 13th annual convention and ex- 
position of the Northeastern Poultry

The library will contain the world's 
greatest collection of material deal- 
ing with poultry, including volumes

and eggs. It simply means that if the 
price of one feed gets out of line, then 
if one knows what a feed will do, he 
can substitute for this feed and hold 
down the cost of the ration. We do 
not want to be im the position of 
everyone bidding for the same ingre- 
dients because the natural result is 
that the price of these particular in- 
gredients will get out of line with 
their true value in feeding the animal 


Palatability Important 

Another factor that we must keep 
in mind in formulating practical ra- 
tions is the palatability of the ration 
I believe that this term is sometimes 
misused, but nevertheless it is essen- 
tial that the ration supplied the birds 
be readily consumed if growth and 
egg production are to be satisfactory 
There is a tendency for many people

to grind the ration too fine. Chickens 
do not relish a pulverized feed. Also 
many people believe that the bird will 
sort out the feed unless it is pulver- 
ized. I question that this is a serious 
factor. Some feeds are definitely un- 
palatable, but it is possible that cer- 
tain of these are unpalatable because 
they do not supply all of the nutritive 
factors required by the bird for its 
body functions. All one needs to do 
to make a ration unpalatable is to 
leave out a few milligrams of some 
essential vitamin or mineral or amino 
acid. 

Another factor that we must have 
in mind when designing a poultry 
ration is the efficiency of conversion 
of the feed to body tissue or to eggs 
Much has been said in the past few 
years regarding fiber in poultry ra- 
tions. There what 
growth is slowed down with high fiber 
rations and efficiency of conversion 
of feed into product is decreased. The 
thing that is important is the 
per unit of product rather than the 
amount of feed required per unit of 
product 

On the basis of our knowledge at 
the present time, it would seem that 
best results for young chicks will be 
obtained with rations containing not 
more than 4-5% of fiber. In our chick 
rations at the experiment 
used any sig- 
nificant quantity of ground oats for 
the simple reason that the addition 
of ground oats raises the fiber level

make special provisions for them 
These are protein, vitamin A, vita- 
min D, riboflavin, calcium, phos- 
phorus, salt, manganese and vitamin 
Bs. We have to add to the ration 
sources of these factors and really 
what we do is build our ration around 
these factors. ~ 

Assuming that palatability and the 
fiber level are satisfactory, there 
are many other nutritional factors 
required by the chicken, but if we 
meet the needs of those previously 
listed then there is little danger of 
a ration being deficient in any of the 
others. An exception might be that 
of choline under certain conditiors 
Many feedstuffs may be used to take 
care of this list of critical vitamins, 
minerals and proteins. Which ones to 
use, providing the feedstuff is a well- 
tested product, depends to a large 
extent on cost. This is to say that 
we must continue to substitute one 
feed for another without any lower- 
ing in quality of the finished product. 
We have many sources of most of 
these critical nutritional factors. 

We have listed the critical factors. 
In building the ration, here are the 
problems 

1. How much of each of these fac- 
tors are required by the chicken?’ 

2. What are the sources of these 
factors? 

3. What is the cost per unit of the 
factor in feedstuff A, B, C, etc.? For 
example, can I substitute dicalcium 
phosphate or defluorinated rock phos- 
phate for bone meal? The answer is 
yes, and the one to use depends on 
the cost per unit of phosphorus. Can

Gain in Farm Storage Capacity 


WASHINGTON. -Recent strength 
in soybean futures contracts disclosed 
first that processors unable to obtain 
expected heavy farmer offerings of 
beans have been entering the futures 
markets to insure supplies near cur- 
rent price levels, but more impor 
tantly it revealed an expansion of 
farm storage facilities on a scale 
which may materially influence bean 
marketing this crop year 

It was learned that Production and 
Marketing Administration state and 
county committees had pushed an in 
tensive drive among bean farmers in 
the Corn Belt to lease bin facilities 
the government to hold beans 
on farms rather than face the neces 
sity of selling them in heavy volume 
at time of harvest. US. Department 
they do 
not have consolidated reports of the 
extent of leases by farmers of gov 
bins, but fragmentary re 
ports received from the regional PMA 
office at Chicago showed that in 
central Illinois leasing of CCC bins 
was heavy 


Program Effective 

The trade reports that farmers 
were holding back sale of beans ap 
pear to confirm the belief at USDA 
that its bin leasing program had 
been effective 

Although the USDA front office 
has been plugging its grain storage 
program, officials close to Charlies F 
Brannan, secretary of agriculture 
unaware of the success in the 
soybean belt, an achievement credit 
for which must be attributed to Mar 
tin Sorkin, soybean specialist at 
USDA, and Col. Martin J. Hudtloff 
director of the marketing and stor-

Decline Expected

‘VOLUME OF PROTEIN MEAL 


FUTURES TRADING GAINS 


MEMPHIS Liquidation of the Oc-} 
tober contracts featured trading in| 
protein meal futures on the Mem-j 
phis Merchants Exchange this week 
That delivery expired Oct. 20 and 
was preceded by a late rush of liqui- 
dation and switching to later deliv- 
eries that boosted volume of trans- 
actions to some of the highest daily 
totals in several months 

Early in the week prices firmed 
after a decline that had extended 
over the previous week. Higher values 
came with the slow movement of the 
soybean crop that brought advances 
to the soybean futures market, and 
the sudden reversal of trend in the 
cotton futures market on Oct. 17, 
wiping out more than half the losses 
that had followed announcement of 
rigid export controls on cotton 

In spite of the early week advances, 
however, prices Oct. 17 were mostly 
below a week previously. Net changes 
during that period showed declines 
of 55¢@$2.50 ton on the cottonseed 
oil meal side and 50¢@$1.35 ton on 
the nearby soybean oil meal deliv- 
eries. The distant March, May and 
July soybean oil meal contracts were 
unchanged to 50¢ ton higher for the 
week as that protein underwent a 
technical readjustment that reflected 
carrying charges for the distant 
months 

Also in evidence was a narrowing 
of differences between the two pro- 
teins, but cottonseed oil meal still 
remained at a good premium over 
the soybean protein 

Replacement buying came into the 
market and hedging increased to 
more than offset liquidation in Oc-

Volume of Formula 
Sales Below Normal 
in California 

Unusually hot October weather has 
slowed down feed consumption by 
poultry and livestock throughout 
southern California, and consequently 
the volume of formula feeds is not 
up to the anticipated tonnage at this 
season of the year. Prices on formula 
feeds are holding quite steady due 
to the firmness in grains 

Dairymen are manifesting great 
interest in purchasing their fall and 
early winter requirements of high 
quality baled alfalfa, and quotations 
have advanced several dollars 

The new fishing season in southern 
California has resulted in a very 
heavy catch so far. The first two 
weeks the tonnage was in excess of 
80,000 tons against last year’s 14,000 
Offerings of fish meal became very 
burdensome, and the price dropped 
from $2.10 per unit of protein Oct. 1 
to a low of $1.60 10 days later 

The estimated cottonseed oil meal 
tonnage this season is considerably 
below last year’s output, and there 
is a steady demand from livestock 
feeders. Copra meal offerings are 
burdensome, and quotations have de- 
clined about $10 during the past two 
weeks

Central States Trade 
Remains Quiet; 
Buyers Bearish 


Central states formula feed busi- 
ness remains on the quiet side, with 
dealers and feeders still bearish in 
their price ideas and holding replace- 
ment purchases strictly to nearby 
needs 

A spell of wunseasonably warm 
weather the past several days has 
given new growth to fall pastures 
and fall sown grain fields. Millers say 
that frosty conditions probably would 
encourage some improvement in de- 
mand, particularly if the present 
steady price trend continues. Quota- 
tions on most formula feed lines are 
about unchanged from a week ago, 
with some indication of moderate firm- 
ness in the offing 

Broiler prices are less favorable 
in the principal commercial areas, 
but still are in line with feed costs 
Turkey feed business is tapering off 
rapidly as more birds move to dress- 
ing plants

Pacific Northwest 
Market Quiet as 
Buyers Eye Proteins 

The feed market was quiet in the 
Pacific Northwest this week, but feed 
men were watching the proteins very 
closely. All proteins were down, led 
by soybean oil meal and fish meal, 
and the trade felt that both animal 
and vegetable proteins are down in 
a price range where they represent 
quite attractive values, so while trad- 
ing was quiet, there was more inter- 
est centered in the soybean oil meal 
market than there has been for some 
time 

Pasture conditions were still fair- 
ly satisfactory, and the fall upturn 
in dairy feed business has not as yet 
taken place. Hatcheries report sub- 
stantial bookings for spring delivery, 
and intentions for a very substantial 
increase in the poultry population in 
this state by spring were pointed out 
by feed men who have made surveys 
in the field. 

Turkeys are going to market in 
an orderly fashion and another 30 
days will see the end of the turkey 
feed business in this area except for 
isolated flooks and for breeders.
